Washington, May t2. — "Do not hide 
behind petticoats nr children to avoid 
service In the new national army," Is 
tha Injunction of Provost Marshal (Jen- 
cm! Crowds* In an official guide he haa 
Issued to ahow how questlona put to 
those who register on June S should be 
answered. 

The guide explains that there Is no 
desire by the Government to draft any 
one who Is the sole support^pf any man. 
woman or child, but points out that 
"unless the person you have In mind 
Is solely dependent on you" exemption 
would not be granted. 

The registrar will drop permanently 
from the Hat thoae whoae physical de- 
fects, such as the absence of a log or 
an arm. makes unfitness for service 
obvious, but all other claims fur ex- 
emption will be passed upon by the lo- 
cal boards. The applicant will be re- 
quired to slate specifically the char- 
acter of the work he Is performing In 
order that the honed may iudge if It is 
such na to warrant the Government In 
excusing him from army duly. 

"If you ore a felon or otherwlso mor- 
ally deficient und desire to claim ex- 
emption on that ground, stale your 
ground briefly," says the guide. 

The difference between a "natural- 
irn" cltlxen and a naturalized cltlxen 
la explained carefully, and It Is pointed 
>ut that even alien enemies within tho 
age limit will be required to register, 
although they will not be drafted.

EXPLOSION KILLS NURSES. 

New York, May 21.— Victims of an 
explosion during the practice firing of 
a gun on an American armed merchant- 
man at sea Sunday afternoon, Mrs. 
Kill lb Ayers and Miss Helen Durnett 
Wood, of t'hic'igo, American Hod Cross 
nurses, bound for war duty in France, 
were killed, and Miss Kmma Mutzon, 
another nurse, of Columbus, Neb., was 
Injured, although not dangerously. The 
steamship, only one day out from New 
Vork. returned here today and a naval 
investigation Is under wuy U> determine 
the muse of the accident. 

Unofficial reiKirts were that a defect- 
ive shell was responsible. One account 
nnd It that 'lie shell exploded prema- 
turely after leaving the gun, another 
that a breech i .plosion occurred. 



8ERGEANT EUBANKS KILLED. 

Welch, W, Va., May 18.— Sergeant K 
L Kubanks, ao n of Capt. W. K. Eu- 
hanka of this city, waa Inatantly killed 
and Lieut; Geo. Hratt and Slack Price, a 
Norfolk & Weatcrn signal man were 
painfully Injured early Monday morn 
Ing. when a railroad motor car In which 
they were riding ran into a dog and 
waa derailed near Deegana. one mile 
eaat of thla city. 

They were on an lnepectlon tour of 
the guards that are palrollng N. «t W 
property In that vicinity. Sergt. Eu- 
lianka suffered a broken neck and died 
Inatantly. The othera were painfully 
brulaed but their condition la not con- 
sidered aerloua. 



Indianapulia, May 5. — Toads tro de- 
fended as the greatest or Insects de- 
stroyers by Frank N. Wallace, Bute 
entomologist, who ha* Issued a state- 
ment urging their preservation. Mr. 
Wallace's statement reads: 

"Toads eat enormous numbers of de- 
structive Insects, so If you see one In 
your garden this spring let It alone. It 
Is helping to reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing;. If you do not see any there you 
had betler hunt up a few In the country 
and try to get them to make their home 
In your yard. They stay in one loca- 
tion, nnd It Is best to bring them from 
a long distance. They want a cool shel- 
tered place to pass tho hent of the day, 
and a hole, covered with a flat stone, 
makes an Ideal place for them. They 
usually come out In the evening to 
hunt Insects. They can also be seen 
on cloudy days or lust after a shower. 

"There are many superstitions about 
toads, tho most common one being Uial 
If they are handled warts will grow on 
the hands. All those old superstitions 
have been proven false, but the old 
prejudlco remains. Roys should be 
taught not to destroy the tnnda, and 
especially this year, when so many gar. 
den* nre planted, we need every Insect 
destroyer possible. 

"The school teachers can accomplish 
great good by calling the attention of 
tho pupllB to the fuct that toads art 
greater Insect destroyers than birds and 
should receive as much or more con- 
sideration."

EVERYBODY MUST WORK 
IN WEST VIRGINIA 

NEW LAW COMPELLING MALES 
16 TO 60 TO WORK 36 HOUR8 
PER WEEK. 



Charleston. W. Va,, May 20.— Every 
able- bodied citizen of West Virginia 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty 
must work at least thirty-six hourj 
a week under a law pasted yesterday 
by both houses of the Legislature. 

The measure Includes persons hav- 
ing Incomes and ho specified employ- 
ment. It Is to become operative in 
thirty days. Tho penalty for viola- 
tion Is forced employment by counties 
or municipalities. The bill was urged 
by Governor Cornwall as a war 
measure.

The Philadelphia Press published a 
story Tuesday to the effect thafAmer- 
lca has found the perfect answer to the 
German submarine terror." -It Is said to 
be u merchant submarine standardized 
at about 7,500 or 8,000 tons dead weight, 
of such speed that It can, even when 
submerged, easily elude any surface 
pursuer and nonslnkahle. 

The craft, the Invention of Simon 
I,ake, according to the Press, is capable 
of submerging within half a minute and 
has been so standardized and simplified 
that the first one may be turned out 
In four months and others after that at 
the rate of three or four per week. It 
will burn heavy oil and the construc- 
tion is said to be such that Its parts 
can bo made simultaneously In many 
widely separated steel plants.

BRITISH EXPFRT 
LAUDS RA'LROADS 
OF UNITED STATES 



Te'ls Congress Committee That 
Tfio Lead World. 

NO GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 



It Would Mean Political Control and 
Los* of Efficiency — Declare* That 
Crisis Confront* Country on Aaaaunt 
of Transportation Situation — L»<vatt 
Freight Rate* to Be Found In United 
Sutae. 

Washington, May 14,-That tbe Un't 
ed Ktatea Is face to face with a serious 
crisis In Its commercial affairs, due to 
the conditions bj which Us transporta- 
tion system Is confronted, was tbe opin- 
ion expressed by W. M. Acworth, Eng- 
land's leaning authority ou railway*, 
before the New hinds Joint committee 
on Interstate commerce at a ipeclal 
session held Here to enul.le the com- 
uilltoe to hear his views before bis de- 
parture for Loudon this week. Two 
steps ure necessury, according to Mr 
Acworth. to avert tills crisis and to 
solve tbe threatening .allroud problem 
confronting the country. 

The first Is to sllow tbe railroads to 
chiirge frelght-ralea sufficient to meet 
the great advance In J|>eratlng ex 
penses which is tailing place and lo 
enable theui to command tbe credit 
necessary to provide tne extensions 
and improvement* needed to meet the 
growing demands of business. The sec 
oud Is to do i way ,vlth tbe multiple 
and 'onfllctlng lystems of regulation 
that uow .tamper railway operation 
and to provide one centralized regula- 
tory agency with such local subdivi- 
sions us may be necessary. 

Higher Rate* a Publio Necessity. 

Mr. Acworth'a views on the transpor- 
tation situation In the United States 
were oppressed In answer to questions 
by members of the committee, who 
asked blm to apply hla knowledge 
of railway conditions throughout the 
world and if the experience of other 
countries wllb government ownership 
to the present problem before tbe Unit- 
ed States. 

"The fundsmentaal factor in the sa- 
nation is very simple," said Mr. Ac- 
worth. "It Ilea In the fact that you 
cannot get three-quarters of a cent's 
worth of work done for less than three- 
qnarters of a cent no matter whether 
the agency performing it ia a govern- 
ment or private enterprise. Freight 
rates must advance when the cost of 
performing tbe service advancea as 
it is doing st present Just aa the price 
of bread or meat or any other com- 
modity Increases with Increased cost 
of production." 

In answer to a question Mr. Ac- 
worth said that he thought American 
freight rates had been at much too low 
a level for several years past, that they 
had reached this low point during the 
period of cutthroat competition among 
the ronds and had since been held 
there by regulating bodies. Unless re- 
lief were afforded to the carriers very 
promptly he suld, the result would 
lie a tremendous loss to tbe people of 
the whole country through Insufficien- 
cy of transportation facilities. 
Weakness of Government Ownership. 

On the subject of government owner- 
ship of railways Mr. Acworth said : 

"It is Impossible to obtain satisfac- 
tory re-suits on government railways 
In a democratic state unless the man- 
agement Is cut loose from direct polit- 
ical control. Neither Australia nor 
any other country with a democrat- 
ic constitution — perhaps an exception 
ought to he made of Switzerland — has 
succeeded in maintaining a permanent 
severance. In France, in Belgium, lu 
Italy, parliamentary interference never 
has been ahundoncd for a moment. 
TIip fncts show that government In- 
terference has meant ruunlng the rail- 
ways not for the benefit of the jieople 
at large, hut to satisfy local and sec- 
tional and even personal interests. 

Prussia. Mr. Acworth sold, was the 
best exumplc of an efficient govern- 
ment railway system, and he pointed 
out thnt military considerations were 
treated as nf paramount Importance In 
the Prussian railway system. While 
American freight ratea hnd been re- 
duced nearly 40 per cent in thirty 
years, rates In Prussia were nearly as 
hls.li as at the heglnnlug of the period 
While the charge for moving a ton of 
freight one tulle In the United States 
was a tritlc over three-quarters of a 
cent the rnte In Prussia was 1.41 
cents 

As Illustrating the difference In rates 
between government and private rouds 
Mr. Acworth compared the railways 
of New South Wales, Australia, with 
those of Texas While the amount of 
trullic to each mile of line waa about 
the same in both cases, he pointed out. 
the Texas fairways performed for the 
public four limes as much service as 
the government owned roads of New 
South Wales The charge In Texas 
for hauling a ton of freight one mile 
was loss than 1 cent, while In tho Aus 
trnlhin stute ii was well over 'I cents. 

"American railways lead tho world,' 
said Mr ,\c» >■■ 1 1 "Nowadays when 
men lu any oilier purt of the world 
wuut to know now to run u railway 
they conic to I he Untied States and 
study your railway* here. Tho Aiuer 
lean railway- are entirely Ihe result 
of private enterprise and I think they 
■na long way toward proving the case 
again*! government owuerthlp."

GROW BUCK WH EAT 

Washington. D. C, May 24.— BucK- 
wreat ahould be grown in larger quan- 
tity this year In New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, New 
England, and In the mountain sections 
of Maryland, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Kentucky. North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee, where It Is known to be a safe 
crop. It should be sown on land where 
other crops have failed and on old 
meadow and pasture lands where the 
yields of hay and grass promise to be 
small. This Is the advice given by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture to farmers In all States named. 

Buckwheat should be sown on land 
prepared aa for corn. It Is an excel- 
lent crop to sow where corn or some 
other crop has been planted but where 
a stand has not been secured. Best re- 
sults are obtained where the land Is 
plowed early and Is well prepared, but 
good results can be obtained by sow- 
ing Immediately after plowing and 
harrowing. 

Uses Of Buckwheat. 

Buckwheat Is valuable as a human 
food. It is also an excellent feed for 
poultry. The middlings remaining as a 
by-product after milling are, on ac- 
count of their high protein content, a 
valuable feed for dairy rows. The pro- 
duction of buckwheat will help to pro- 
vide food In many districts this year 
for local consumption and thus help to 
avoid the danger of shortage due to 
possible lack of adequate transporta- 
tion facilities.

Here are a few things to 
when using a military vocabulary: 

A "rookie" Is a recruit. 

An officer never "enlists." He la com- 
missioned by the President of the Unit- 
ed States. Only private soldiers, In- 
cluding Corporals and Sergeants, can 
"enlist" 

To be "drafted" meana to be select- 
ed to serve In one of the armed branch- 
es of the Federal Government. 

To "volunteer" means to go Into the 
service willingly. 

"Rank and file" do not mean officers 
and enlisted men. "Rank" is a row of 
soldiers and "file" represents a man In 
the front rank with the man or men di- 
rectly behind him. 

"Squad" Is a part of a company. 

A Captain commands a company, and 
he has under him a First Lieutenant 
and a Second Lieutenant. 

A Major commands a battalion, which 
Is made up of four companies. A regi- 
ment is commanded by a Colonel, and 
It comprises three battalions, so that 
a regiment is made up of twelve com- 
panies. * 

The new army Is law abolishes the 
grade of Brigadier General. Hereafter, 
under the proposed law, a Colonel will 
Jump directly to Major Oeneral. 

A General of the army corresponds 
to an Admiral In the navy. Lieutenant 
General ranks with Vice Admiral and 
a Major General with a Rear Admiral. 

Since Dewey'sd eath there Is no 
American Admiral, and the United 
States has no Vice Admirals. Neither 
Is there a General nor Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. The Chief of Staff is a Major 
General. 

The titles of Lieutenant General and 
General, Vice Admiral and Admiral 
must be especially created by an act 
of Congress. 

President Wilson Is Commander-in- 
Chief of both army and navy, and haa 
the right to take direct command of 
the fleet or the" armp. Every lYestdent 
during his term of office stands at the 
top of both the army and the navy — 
stands there as the supreme comman- 
der. 

Hec an dismiss any officer, however 
high or low the rank. He appoints all 

officers. ,
